Seed  may  be  planted  during  March  or  April  in  a  bed 
arranged  so  that  the  young  plants  can  be  given  protection 
until  danger  of  frost  is  past.  When  large  enough  to  trans¬ 
plant  they  should  be  set  4  feet  apart  in  rows  2  feet  apart. 
Where  climate  is  not  severe  buds  will  produce  the  second 
year.

ft.  (10  ft.  x  10  ft.).  Young  Grass — 2  lbs.  (1 
quart)  per  100  sq.  ft. 

Apply  evenly  by  hand  or  with  Spreader.  Rake  or 
harrow  thoroughly  into  top  soil.  Young  grass — Before 
applying,  be  sure  grass  is  dry.  After  applying,  brush 
grass  with  broom  or  back  of  rake.
